SETTING WAVES 
WITH HAIR DAMP 
BEST HOME IDEA 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


A Pree massaging your scalp 
with lanoline or scalp pom- 
ade and steaming some life into 
your straggly locks, you are ready 
to set the waves and rirfglets. 
Comb the hair, and while it is 
still damp pinch the waves into 
place with your fingers and hold 
them there with little clip-combs. 

These little combs come in two 
cizes, the larger for the long, un- 
broken waves along the side or 
beck of the aead, the smaller for 
tiie swirled waves. The two sec- 
‘ions of the clip-combs are held 
torether by a strong spring. Open 


the toothed sections and clip 
firmly sver the ridzts of cach 
wave, You wh. need about ten 


of these for waving your cntire 
head of hair. 

Comb the ends of the hair and 
set your ringlets with one of the 
new little winders or with a cold 
curling 


Take a small 
amount of 
hair between 
the prongs, 
roll up and 
pin the ring- 
Ict in place 
with tiny in- 
visible hair - 
pins or insert 
a bobby pin 
as you slip 
the ringlet 
Crem the 
curler. 

If the hair 
has dried out 
too much, 
: repeat the 
steaming until the hair is slichtly 
damp and then let dry natufal- 
lv. When thoroughly dry, remove 
the clip-combs and bobby pins 
and loosen the wave with a comb. 
You will find the wave and curls 
soft and natural-looking, yet 
with pleasingly definite lines. If 
you want the curls even fluffier, 
comb out each one and brush it 
over your finger. 

You may find that setting your 
wave is a bit difficult the first 
time, but with a little experi- 
menting and practice you can do 
a prefessional-looking job with 
the clip-combs and curler or iron. 
Incidentally, this is also a good 
way to train your hair for a new 
coiffure. 

In addition to the revitalizing 
treatment for straggly  half- 
grown -out permanents, you 
should include a hot oil shampoo 
on your program every week or 
two. Not offly will this prolong 
the life of your old wave, but will 
be getting your hair into excel- 
lent condition for your new per- 
manent a month or two from 
now. 

The oi! shampoo should begin 
with a thorough brushing to re- 
move ths dust and particles of 
dry skin and-dandruff from the 
hair. Use little scrubbing strokes 
to loosen bits of foreign material 
and long sweeping strokes to re- 
move them. The brushing also 
stimulates the circulation so the 
scalp benefits more from the hot 
oil when it is applied.

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Use of Relish to Spice Meal 


Not Only Tasty, Bat Healthy 


by JUDITH WXLSON : 

HE RIGHT relish puts yfé 

into the plainest dish and 
makes everything else on 
table more appealing to the ap- 
petite. Baked beans and sturdy 
casserole combinations taste far 
better with the sharp-sweetness 
or spiciness of pickles and rel- 
ishes. . 

For left-over meat dishes chili 
sauce or catsuo is the perfect 
accompaniment, while a piece of 
chutney on a crisp lettuce Jeaf 
lifts a plate of curried lamb or 
creamed chicken to undreamed- 
of heights. For roast chicken or 
goose or turkey we have the col- 
orful tartness of cranberry jelly, 
sauce or relish. 

Many people have the mis- 
taken notion that spiced dishes 
and relishes are not yvood tor 
one, especially for children. Of 
course, smaller children should 
be taught to appreciate the fla- 
vor of carefully cooked, simply 
seasoned foods; nevertheless rel- 
ishes used to brighten and in- 
crease the intake of. food are 
permissible. Do not emphasize 
the relishes to the point where 
they dominate the meal at any 
time. ; 

The well-equipped pantry 
shelf should include two or three 
kinds of pickles, pickle mixtures 
like chowchow or India relish, 
catsup, chili sauce and the meat 
sauces such as Worcestershire 
and tabasco, pickled fruits. spicy 
fruit butters, jellies and con- 


serves. Horseradish, prepared 
and powdered mustard, chili 
powder, mayonnaise and sand- 


wich spreads are handy and give 
zest to many recipes. 

Here are some. intriguing 
dishes making use of the ready- 
to-use condiments. 


Scrambled Eggs with Chili Sauce 


Put two tablespoons butter or 
margarine in a saucepan with 
six tablespoens chili sauce and 
three-fourths of a teaspoon chili 
powder. When the butter melts, 
mix well and set aside. Melt 
three tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine in another pan, combine 
nine eggs well beaten with one 
cup milk or cream. a teaspoon 
salt and one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, and peur into the melted 
‘putter. Scramble slowly, 3tr- 
ring frequently. When the eggs 
start to set stir in the chili sauce 
mixture and serve at once with 
toasted rolls and coffee. This 
makes enough for six. 


Tartare Sauce 


This is equally good for sea- 
food or hard-cooked eggs. , Use 
One cup of mayonnaise as ithe 
basis and to tlis add one table- 
spoon finely chepped dill pickle, 
two scallions chopped fine,a ta- 
blespoon each of finely chopped 
parsley. and chopped capers and 
twd. tablespoons finely chopped 
green pepper.
